This statem ent followed a day which 
was not without rum ors 
of 
further 
"revolution.” One of these rum ors was 
to the effect that the W olcott men 
uere planning to bolt the regular house 
organization and seat the 11 Arapahoe 
Republicans and enough others to give 
a working m ajority, then enter joint 
session with the Huggott senate. 
This 
rum or the W olcottites refused to deny.

The p revalliiig opinion today seem s

Where Will He Go Now? 
The statem en t issued by ex-S en ator 
W olcott last n ight, ack n ow led gin g his 
fomplpt«' d‘’f«’at, w as the une subject of 
discu ssion throughout the city today. 
It probably w as d iscu ssed 
in 
d etail 
more than any other sta tem en t ¡lub- 
lished by Mr. W olcott during the p res­ 
ent controversy. 
There w as one sen ­ 
tence 
th at 
provoked 
an 
im m ense 
am ount of discussion. 
It w as a s fol­ 
low s: 
"It is m ost desirable, also, for the 
public’s m orals 
th at th e p rofessional 
boodle lirokers, those foul birds th at 
hover over tiie legislatu re, look in g for 
corruption, 
representing 
m en 
wlio.se 
am b ition s or desire for revenge lead 
them to expenditure of m oney to de­ 
bauch vote.s. should tran sfer th eir field 
of action to som e m ore prom ising spot." 
Mr. Goudy’s Statement. 
The H on. F rank C. G oudy ton igh t is ­ 
sued an address to the voters of Colo­ 
rado in w hich he spoke as follow s: 
"To the R epublicans of Colorado; 
"Now that the sen atorial con test b e­ 
fore the F ou rteen th general assem b ly is 
ended and the legislatu re h as settled 
down to other business, it is b u t fair 
to m y frien ds th at I sta te m y p osi­ 
tion in th is con troversy. 
"One o f m y opponents is quoted as 
sa y in g th at either S en ator T eller or he 
would be elected; th at no one else w as 
in the con test. 
It h as turned ou t to be 
Teller. 
I do not b elieve th at Senator 
T eller’s so-called election is legal: but 
th at is a question for the U nited S tates 
sen ate to decide. 
"I w as a candidate before th is a sse m ­ 
bly ill good faith , and if m y election, or 
th e election of an y other R epublican, 
could h ave been brou ght about in an 
honorable w ay an d w ith out d isru p tin g 
our p arty and en d angerin g th e su ccess 
of the sta te ad m in istration , I w ould 
have been very glad to h ave seen a 
R epublican chosen. 
"M uch criticism has been indulged in 
by certain faction al p arties and certain 
faction al papers, because the 11 A rap­

ANNUAL BANQUET OF 
CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 
By Associated Press. 
Nev.- York, Jan. X —The loth animal 
banquet of the Confederate Veterans 
camp of New York, held tonight at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, was made memorable 
by eloquent eulogies of the great fig­ 
ures of the south and north during the 
civil war, delivered by men who them­ 
selves had fought 
in the 
opposing 
armies. 
Charles Francis Adams of 
Massa­ 
chusetts, a soldier of the union, re­ 
sponded 
to 
the 
toast 
“Robert E. 
Lee,” and Colonel Henry Watterson, a 
soldier of the confederacy, paid tribute 
to the character of Abraham Lincoln. 
The third toast, to Jefferson Davis, 
was responded to by William Hepburn 
Russell, formerly of Missouri, and now 
commissioner of accounts of New York 
city. 
* 
More than 500 comrades of the camp 
and their guests were present, and the 
presence of many women lent brilliancy 
to the banquet. 
Commander Henry E. Owen presided, 
with Mayor £ow a t his right and Colo­ 
nel W atterson at his left. 
Others at 
the guest table were: 
George H. Tay­ 
lor. commander Alexander Hamilton 
post; J. Edward 
Graybill, 
president 
Georgia society; General A. S. Barnes, 
commander 
Lafayette 
post;

This was succeeded by the rendering 
of “The Bonnie Blue F lag” and songs 
of ante-bellum days by Mrs. Hollings­ 
worth Watkins, formerly of Louisiana. 
In responding to the toast to Abra­ 
ham Lincoln—“He was not for an age, 
but for all time”—Colonel Henry W at­ 
terson said: 
in response to the toast 
“To 
the 
Memory 
of Abraham Xincoln." 
Mr. 
Henry Watterson spoke in substance as 
folio««: 


“Jefferson Davis, than whom there 
never lived in this or in any t'an“ ’ ,a 
nobler gentleman and a knightlier sol- 
dier—Jefferson, Davis, who, whatever 
may be thought of his opinion and ac- 
tions, said always what he meant and 
meant always what he said—Jefferson 
Davis declared that next after the s>U - 
render at Appomattox, ¿he murder of 
Abraham Lincoln made the darkest day 
in the calendar for the south and the 
people of the south. 
W hy. 
Because 
Mr. Davis had come to a knowledge 
of the magnanimity of Mr. 
" 
heart and the generosity of his mten- 


ti° l f ’ Lincoln had lived, 
there 
would 
have been no era of reconstruction, w 
l 
its repressive agencies and ° pprcf'® 
legislation. 
If Lincoln had lived I h u e 
would have been wanting to the e . - 
tremism of the 
time the 
cue of his 
taking off to spur the steeds of ven­ 
geance. 
For Lincoln entertained 
respect to the rehabilitation of the U'1 
ion, the single wish that the southern 
states—to use his homely phraseology 
“should come back home and behave 
themselves,” and, if he had 1 1 '^ 
® 
would have made this wish effcctua 
as he made everything 
elfectual 
to 
which he seriously addressed himseu. 
His was the genius of c o m m o n sense. 
Of 
perfect 
intellectual aplomb, 
he 
sprang from a southern pedigree 311 
was born in the south. 
He knew all 
about 
the south, 
its institutions, its 
traditions and its peculiarities. He was 
an o l d - l i n e Whig o f I he school of Hen­ 
ry C l a y , with strong emancipation lean­ 
ing. never an Abolitionist. ‘If slavery 
be not wrong,' he said, 
‘nothing 
is 
wrong,’ but he also said and reiterated 
it time and again, 'I have no prejudice 
against the southern people. 
They are 
just what we would be in their situa­ 
tion. 
If slavery 
did not now exist 
among them, they would not introduce 
it. 
If it did now exist among us, we 
would not instantly give it up.' 
“From first 
to last throughout the 
angry debates preceding the war, amid 
the passions of the war itself, not one 
vindictive, proscriptive word fell fioni 
his tongue, or pen, whilst during 
its 
progress there was scarcely a day when 
lie did not project his great personal­ 
ity between some southern man or wo­ 
man and danger. 
Yet the south does 
not know, except as a kind of hearsaj, 
that this big-brained, IMy-souled man 
was a friend at court when 
friends 
were most in need, having the will and 
the power to rescue it from the wolves 
of brutality and rapine whom the his­ 
tory of all wars tells us the lust of vic­ 
tory. the very smell of battle, lures, 
from their hiding to prey upon the help­ 
less. the dying and the dead. 
Bui pe­ 
rusing the after-story of those 
dread 
days. Mr. Davis knew this and died do­ 
ing full justice 
to the character of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
"Considerable 
discussion 
has 
been 
heard latterly touching what did and 
what did not happen upon the occasion 
of a famous historic episode known as 
the Hampton Roads conference. 
That 
Mr. Lincoln met and conferred with the 
official representatives of the Confed­ 
erate government, led by the vice presi­ 
dent of the Confederate States, when It 
must have been known to him that the 
confederacy was nearing the end of its 
resources, is sufficient proof 
of 
the 
breadth both of his humanity and his 
patriotism. 
Yet he went to Fortress 
Monroe prepared 
not only 
to make 
whatever concessions toward the res­ 
toration of union and peace he had the 
lawful authority to make, but to offer 
some concessions which could in the na­ 
ture of the case go no further at that 
time than his personal assurance. His 
constitutional powers were limited. But 
he was in himself the embodiment of 
great moral power. 
“The story that lie offered payment 
for the slaves—so often affirmed and 
defied--ir. in either ns-e but a ^nibble 
with the actual facts. He could not have 
m a d e such an offer except tentatively, 
lacking the means to carry it out. 
He 
was not given the opportunity to make 
it, because the confederate commission­ 
ers were under instructions to treat 
solely on the basis of the recognition 
of the independence of the confederacy. 
The conference came to nought. 
It 
ended where it began. But (here is am ­ 
ple evidence that he went to Hampton 
Roads resolved to commit himself to 
that proposition. He did. according to 
the official reports, refer to it in spe­ 
cific terms, having already formulated 
a plan of procedure. This plan requires 
no verification. 
It exists and may be 
seen in his own handwriting. 
It em ­ 
braced a joint resolution to be submit­ 
ted by the president to the two houses 
of congress appropriating four hundred 
millions of dollars 
to be distributed 
among the southern states on the basis 
of the slave population of each accord­ 
ing to the census of I860, and a procla­ 
mation to be issued by himself, as pres­ 
ident when this joint resolution 
had 
been passed by congress. 
“There can be no possible controversy 
among honest students of history on 
this point. 
That Mr. Lincoln said to 
Mr. Stephens, 'Let me write union at 
the top of this page and you may write 
below it whatever else you please.’ is 
referable 
to Mr. Stephens' 
statement 
made to many friends and attested by 
a number of reliable persons still liv­ 
ing. 
But, that he meditated the most 
liberal terms, including 
payment 
for 
slaves, rests neither 
upon 
conjecture 
nor hearsay, but on indisputable docu­ 
mentary support. 
It may be argued 
that he could not have secured the 
adoption of any such plan, but of his 
purpose, and its genuineness, there can 
be no question and there ought to be 
no equivocation. 
"Indeed, payment for the slaves had 
been all along in his mind. He believed 
the north equally guilty with the south 
for the original existence of slavery. He 
clearly understood that the irrepressible 
conflict was a conflict of systems, not 
a merely sectional and partisan q uar­ 
rel. He was a just man. abhorring pro­ 
scription. He was a Conscience Whig, 
who stood in awe of the Constitution, 
and his oath of office. 
He wanted to 
leave the south no right to claim that 
the north, finding slave labor unprofit­ 
able, had sold its negroes to the south 
arid then turned about and by force of 
arms confiscated the property it had 
thus trafficked. 
He fully recognized 
slaves as propeity. 
The proclamation 
of emancipation was issued as a war 
measure. 
In his message to congress 
of December, 1862, he proposed payment 
for the slaves, elaborating a scheme in 
detail and urging it with copious and 
cogent argument. 
'The people of the 
south.' said he. addressing a war con­ 
gress at that moment in the throes of 
a bloody war with the south, 'are not 
more responsible for the original intro­ 
duction of this property than are the 
people of the north, and, when it is re­ 
membered how unhesitatingly we all 
use cotton and sugar and share the 
profits of dealing in them it may not 
be quite safe to say that the south has 
been more responsible than the north 
for Its conl ¡nuance.’ 
''The years age gliding swiftly by. 
Only a little while, and there shall be 
no man living who saw service on eith­ 
er side of that great struggle of sys­ 
tems and ideas. 
Its passions long ago 
vanished from manly bosoms. That has 
come to pass within a single generation 
in America which in Europe required 
ages to accomplish. 
There is no dis­ 
puting the verdict of events. Let us re­ 
late them truly and interpret them fair­ 
ly. If we would have the north do jus­ 
tice to our heroes, we must do justice 
to its heroes. 
I here render unto Cae­ 
sar the things th a t are Caesar’s, even 
as I would render unto God the things 
that are God’s. As living men, standing 
erect In the presence of heaven and the 
world, we have grown g r a y without be­ 
ing ashamed: and we need not fear that 
history will fail to vindicate our integ­ 
rity. When those are gone that fought 
the battle, 
and posterity 
comes 
to 
strike the final balance sheet, it will 


be shown th a t the makers of the Con­ 
stitution left the relation of the states 
to the federal government and of the 
federal government to the states open 
to a double construction. 
‘‘It will be told how the mistaken no­ 
tion that slave labor was requisite to 
the profitable cultivation of sugar, rice 
and cotton, raised a param ount prop­ 
erty Interest in the southern section of 
the union, whilst in the northern sec­ 
tion, responding to the trend of mod­ 
ern thought and the outer movements 
of mankind, there arose a great moral 
sentiment against slavery. The conflict 
thus established, gradually but suiely 
sectionalizing party lines, -was as in­ 
evitable as it was irrepressible. It was 
fought out to its bitter and logical con­ 
clusion at Appomattox. 
It found us a 
huddle of petty sovereignties, held to­ 
gether by a rope of sand. It made and 
it left us a nation. Esto perpétua.” 
William Hepburn Kussell replied to 
the toast, “To the memory of Jefferson 
Davis.” 
The filial toast of the evening was to 
"The silent brigades” all rising and 
a bugler sounding “taps.”

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BRITISH ST E AM ER SUNK.

London, Jan. 27.—The British steam ­ 
er Graffee from Glasgow for Buenos 
Ayres, was sunk off Ramsey island to­ 
day. The captain and an engitieer were 
drowned and another engineer died of 
exhaustion. Six of her crew were saved 
by a lifeboat, and the remainder of the 
crew, numbering 16. afte r being tossed 
about in a boat in the Irish sea. were 
rescued by a passing steam er and land­ 
ed at Cardiff this evening.

It has 
lonfted parents’ clubs ill schools, thus 
striving to unite teacher and parent in 
a common risk; it has invited both to 
conler upon their work of education 
and character building. 
Nor has the 
congress finished its duty with this ef­ 
fort on behalf 
of the child 
happy 
enough to live in the average American 
home, its thought has gone out to the 
poor and neglected little ones whose 
parents are dead, or worse, than dead— 
the defective or the delinquent child in 
any walk of life, and cspccially to the 
child who, in his early youth, is brand­ 
ed by the law. 
"Because it is now recognized as part 
of motherhood, mothers the laud over 
are studying the laws which govern the 
children of all our states.

Fifty-one newsboys of .Denver might just as wel! get together on a street corner and declare one of 
their number elected to the United States senate, and the newsboy so elected -would have just as good 
show of getting into the senate as Senator Teller w ill have. 
The federal statutes provide, that each day at noon the members of both houses of the legislature 
Shall meet in joint session and ballot for United States senator, and that any person receiving a majority 
yote of all the members present and voting, shall be declared elected. 
In several contested cases in the United States senate, the doctrine has been invariably upheld that 
lio legal joint session can take place when either of the houses is legally adjourned. 
On Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Saturday the Democrats of the house of representatives voted 
unanimously for adjournment, and in brazen disregard of their votes, and in contemptuous violation of 
their obligation to their fellow members, they sneaked off as individuals to meet with the Democratic 
senate and hold a “joint session,’’ and when they reached s u c h ‘‘jbint sessio n ” they not only did not ballot 
a t noon, but they sat idly around for hours, waiting until they could whip recalcitrant Democrats into line, 
and until some absent Democrat who had an honest regard for his vote to adjourn could be brought in by 
Bsergeant-at-arms and forced to vote for Teller. 
F in ally, after four days and nights of effort, they succeeded at f> o'clock yesterday afternoon in get­ 
ting 51 votes for Senator Teller. 
Fifty-one votes comprised all of tlie Democrats in the general assembly, and it requires that number 
tiff votes in the legal joint session to elect any person senator. 
It is scarcely worth while to seriously consider the legality of the credentials that Senator Teller can 
get, as it is quite certain that neither the governor nor the secretary of state will give any certificate of 
election upon such a flimsy basis. 
When the legislature organized, the Democrats had 10 majority on joint ballot, but the Republican 
Eouse unseated six Democrats for excellent cause, and the Democratic senate unseated two Republicans 
through absolutely arbitrary action, thus giving the Democrats one majority on joint ballot. 
The Republicans of the house m ight have unsealed more Democrats by arbitrary action, but if was 
Pertain that such action would be met with reprisals in the senate, and that for every Democrat, expelled 
Erom the house, a Republican member would have been expelled from the senate. 
The Republicans thus had the double duty of protecting their members of the senate from outrageous 
find arbitrary expulsion and of keeping their record clear from the crime of arbitrarilv expelling members 
the house, sim ply to get and to hold a party majority. 
M any of the Democratic leaders hoped the Republicans of the house won id adopt extreme measures, 
fSO as to give them the excuse for expelling every Republican in the senate. 
At the last, election the Repub­ 
licans elected 11 senators, and the Democrats elected 7 senators. 
The term of the senators is four years. 
OBy expelling the 11 Republican senators, and seating Democrats in their stead, the senate would have 
Contained 35 Democratic senators, with an absolute deadlock on the questio; of the United States senator- 
gbip. 
That question would have gone over until the election two years lu:;ce, and the Democrats would 
liave had 18 holdover senators, or a m ajority of the entire senate and enough to arbitrarily expel every 
¡Republican senator elected two years hence, and thus once more giving the Democrats a solid Democratic 
Senate of 35 members, or only 16 less than enough members of the legislature to elect a United States 
senator, and once more with IS holdover senators, to do the same thing four years hence, when Senator 
Patterson’s term expires. 
B ut the conservative anti-Wolcott Republicans in the house gave the revolutionary Democratic 
leaders no such excuse for arbitrary action, but on the contrary they did what appeared to be their clear 
duty and nothing more. 
The senatorial election Avill undoubtedly be settled in a legal manner before the first of April, at 
which tim e thoylcgislaturc adjourns. 
The Democrats of the legislature not only were guilty of unseemly conduct in violating their adjourn­ 
m ent agreemcuV-,but they have inflicted an unwarranted hum iliation upon Senator Teller by giving him 
illegal credentials to a body in which he has served for 25 years. 
I f t.Tin. T)e;|^oeviits were unanimously for Senator Teller, it seems like a mystery that they could 
not have voted ¿pi* him in a joint session of all members ¿f the legislature and in an open manner, instead 
o f stealing'aw iw surreptitiously to hold a "joint session” behind bolted doors. 
T he Democrats of Colorado must have a very low opinion of the U nited States senate to think that 
Eir election brought about in this manner w ill ever be sustained by that august body, and the Gazette 
ifeels certain ihe Democratic leaders of Colorado do not expect it to be upheld, but that, it is their way 
Df bringing about a deadlock and thus relegating the senatorial issue to the next general election for state 
officers. 


CONVICTED OF HIGH TREASON.

HERE is much in the trial of Colonel Lynch to give 
cause for thought. 
Colonel Lynch is an Irishman 
who enlisted in the Boer army and fought against 
¡the British and who, even before the peace negotiations 
¡were closed, returned to Great Britain and was elected 
-a member of parliament by an Irish constituency, chiefly, 
|t may be presumed, on account of his eminent service 
|n arms against the empire. 
Not many years ago Colonel Lynch’s fate would have 
been Bwift and sure. 
It is doubtful whether he would 
have been favored with a civil trial, but his execution as a 
traitor would have been so evidently the only possible out­ 
come of his capture that no one would have considered 
&ny other alternative. 
But civilization has progressed, even since the United 
{States government set a new example to the world by 
Ithe release of Jefferson Davis and his fellow revolution­ 
ists. 
In Colonel Lynch’s case it is, probable that the British 
government would have felt greatly relieved if he had 
made himself scarce as many other Irishmen have done 
Since the close of the Boer war. But that was not the 
plan of the Irish agitators. 
Colonel Lynch was elected 
to parliament in order to force the government to take 
gome action, and he was thus made so prominent that it 
¡would have been a confession of weakness and cowardice 
not to bring him to trial. But it is pretty certain that the 
colonel would not thus deliberately have put his head into 
the lion’s mouth unless he and his friends had been pretty 
gure that the teeth would not close upon him. 
Although sentenced to death upon each of four counts, 
the colonel’s chances for a long life and a happy one are 
still fairly good, and the prediction of a commutation of 
sentence to imprisonment is even accompanied by the 
explanation that the term will be a short one. 
The king’s government is evidently wise in its deter­ 
mination to add no more names to the roll of Irish mar­ 
tyrs and popular heroeB, but at the same time there is an 
evident danger that this leniency may encourage other 
Irishmen to enlist in the ranks of whatever portion of the 
empire may rise in revolt. 
Possibly, however, Irishmen in plenty would do that 
anyhow for pure love of fighting, and the clemency shown 
to Colonel Lynch can hardly be held accountable for 
Irish treason in the future.

THE GERMAN EXPLANATION OF SAN CARLOS. 


T 


HE EXPLANATION which the German foreign sec­ 
retary offered in the reichstag on Friday was doubt­ 
less addressed to a much larger audience than was 
assembled in that chamber. 
The comments upon the incident in the United States, 
in England and even in Italy sufficiently show that Ger­ 
many owed some sort of a defense to the world in general. 
So far as the explanation goes it is satisfactory in that 
its tone is distinctly apologetic and not at all truculent. 
It adds nothing to the difficulty of securing a peaceful 
settlement of the major questions, and in fact includes 
a statement of positive hope of the success of the arbi­ 
tration arrangements. 
The German explanation holds 
that the attack on San Carlos was a part of the enforce­ 
ment of the blockade, and not an additional and pro­ 
gressive act of war. 
A great deal will depend upon whether Germany really 
means what is said in this statement. The attack on San 
Carlos can hardly fail to produce an impression upon 
Venezuela, on Great Britain and on the United States. 
That impression is decidedly unfavorable to Germany. 
But if the German government is really desirous of peace 
and arbitration, the San Carlos incident is not of sufficient 
gravity to prevent that result.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF AN IDEA. 


(Contributed.) 
The idea of the national governm ent tak in g an active 
part in the construction of the h ighw ays, so popular three- 
quarters of a century ago, has for several decades been 
considered obsolete. 
But the interest m anifested in' the 
Rrownlow bill, which provides for national aid to road 
building show s that this idea is very m uch alive. 
Indeed, 
the popular interest in the subject is a source o f surprise 
to those who have not been giving the m atter attention. 
T his Interest is by no m eans a sudden developm ent either. 
It has been grow ing steadily for a num ber of years. 
It is now ten years since the popular dem and th at U ncle 
Sam do som ething to help out o f the m ud led to the esta b ­ 
lishm ent of an office of Public Road Inquiries in the U . S. 
departm ent of agriculture. 
The work of this office w as 
intended to be purely educational In character. 
It w as 
to collect and dissem inate practical inform ation concerning 
the roads of the country and m eans and m ethods for their 
im provem ent. 
The first work of this office w as to prepare 
and publish a large num ber of bulletins and circulars treat­ 
ing on the various phases of road building and im prove­ 
ment. 
This work occupied several years, and it w as done 
« ell. 
If the roads in m ost parts of the country rem ain 
bad, it is not for the w ant of inform ation as to how they 
m ay bo im proved in the best ami m ost econom ical m anner; 
for T’ncle Sam 's "good roads" office is a veritable "inform ­ 
ation bureau" on the subject. 
But the work of this office did not stop here. 
The 
educational idea w as carried further, and during the past 
three years the object-lesson feature has assum ed greater 
im portance. 
The idea as carried out is very sim ple. W hen 
the people of som e progressive com m unity, or the author­ 
ities of som e educational in stitution w ant a piece o f road 
built to illustrate the benefits of good roads and the 
m ethods of building them , application is m ade to the d e­ 
partm ent n f agriculture, and, w henever possible, a govern­ 
ment expert is sent to supervise the work. 
R ecently a 
number of prom inent railroad m en h ave been givin g the 
road question som e study, and have com e to the conclusion 
that the im provem ent of the roads in the territory tributary 
to their lines would m aterially increase their business. 
So popular has th is idea becom e th at the officials of som e 
of ihe leading railw ays have com e forw ard w ith offers to 
co-operate w ith the governm ent in the object-lesson work. 
A nother voluntary factor in this co-operative work ara the 
m anufacturers of road-building devices, w ho desire to 
bring their m achinery to the attention of the public. 
In 
this co-operative w ork the governm ent furnishes the e x ­ 
perts, the m anufacturers the m achinery, and the railroads 
the transportation. 
This idea has proven extrem ely pop­ 
ular. 
Object-les.son roads have been built under govern­ 
m ent supervision in "0 states: and so great has been the 
demand for national aid of th is kind th at a large num ber 
of applications have to be refused every year, because the 
funds appropriated by congress arc insufficient to em ploy 
and pay the expense of enough experts to do the work. 
Already congress has tw ice m ade an increase in the appro­ 
priations for this work, but the $20,000 now' appropriated 
annually proves w holly inadequate to m eet the dem ands 
for this educational work. 
It should be borne in mind that all the w ork of this 
kind done by tho governm ent is in the nature of national 
aid. 
There is. therefore, nothing new in principle in the 
bill recently introduced in congress by Colonel Brow nlow 
of T ennessee providing for national aid of a more ex ten ­ 
sive and substantial character. 
It is proposed th at the 
governm ent shall no longer confine its a ssistan ce to edu­ 
cational work: that it shall furnish not on ly inform ation 
and supervision, but: financial assistance. 
Under certain 
lim itations, the national governm ent w ill co-operate w ith 
sta tes and counties in the im provem ent o f the com m on 
roads, each assum ing a certain proportion of the expense 
If the educational work done by the governm ent in 
recent years has done so m uch to encourage and stim u late 
road im provem ent, w hat m ay we not exp ect from this great 
extension of the principle of national aid? It is som etim es 
urged as an obiection to national aid th at it w ill cause 
the people to relax their efforts a t road im provem ent and 
to depend on the general governm ent to do the w ork for 
them . 
Is it not likely to produce exactly the opposite 
result? 
The large fund w hich congress w ill appropriate 
for this work w ill be divided am ong the sta tes in propor­ 
tion to population. B ut no sta te can secure Its share except 
by com plying w ith the conditions prescribed, the chief of 
w hich is that it shall raise a like sum for the sam e purpose 
Instead of discouraging sta te effort, th is should greatly 
stim u late 11. 
A gain, if a sta te tak es no action looking to 
the acceptance of the governm ent’s proffered help 
the 
individual counties m ay do so, and this again w ill create 
a rivalry am ong the counties in their efforts to secure a 
part of the national fund due the state. 
The schem e is a great one, and far-reach in g in its 
p ossibilities for econom ic developm ent. 
Tim e and in telli­ 
gence will be required to w ork out the details of its h p d H- 
cation, but there appears to be no serious ob stacle either 
practical or constitutional. in the way of its realization.

Colorado Springs, Colo., Jan. 26.—Its a 
shocking and awful fact that brokers who 
don't continually and at all tim es advise 
ttio purchase of mining shares are called 
‘•knockers” whatever that elegant expres­ 
sion may mean. Our idea is that when a 
stock is publicly listed it can also bo 
publicly criticised, and a broker has as 
much light to advise selling as he has to 
advise buying. Eighteen months ago we 
were about tiie only broker who advised 
selling, our ideas based on general prin­ 
ciples being to sell and take profits when 
prices are high and those of our friends 
who sold did not lose very much. 
Exchanges are public places where spec­ 
ulative commodities are sold to the high­ 
est bidder. The people who trade on stock 
or grain exchanges are divided into two 
classes, professionals and lambs. The pro­ 
fessional makes his living trading in the 
market, but he is not necessarily a broker 
by any 
manner of means. 
The chief 
point that a professional keeps constantly 
in mind is the intrinsic value of the com­ 
modity lie proposes to deal in. When prices 
go below the intrinsic point and the lower 
the better, he buys. When they go above 
the intrinsic point and the higher the bet­ 
ter, he sells. The professional has no sen­ 
timent in the matter, but obtains his in­ 
dividual ideas of intrinsic 
value 
after 
careful study and personal examination. 
The lamb has his regular business but 
enters the speculative field to make a lit­ 
tle money on the side. He generally comes 
browsing round, attracted by high prices, 
buys near the highest point, loses money 
and then lays the blame on every body and 
everything, except himself. 
An inactive market is no benefit to any­ 
one, and its the professional's business 
to make things as lively as possible. Prices 
may either advance or decline, but they 
must not stand still. 
There have been 
very few general market advances that 
were not started by professional manipula 
tion. 
But while professional 
trading 
starts 
booms, it rarelv makes them 
Rooms are 
a creation of the lamb, who, attracted al­ 
w ays by the excitem ent of advancing val 
ues, rushes in and buys when prices are 
high and if the flock of lambs are nu­ 
merous enough, their 
buying 
creates 
boom. 
Once let the lambs get possession of a 
market and their anxiety 
to 
purchase 
sweeps all before it, intrinsic value and all 
other precautions are lost in the shuffle 
and prices go up out of oight. A boom is 
the professional's opportunity. 
He 
sells 
out, slides from under and often goes to 
Europe. 
Several of our brokers went to 
Europe two years ago. 
They are all back 
now. 
The majority of the outside public have 
a sort of feeling that the word manipula­ 
tion as applied to dealing in mining shares 
has an underhand meaning and yet it is 
an undoubted fact that no stock on the 
list has had a sustained advance the past 
year unless the advance was a manipulat­ 
ed one. 
Take C. K. and X. as an ex­ 
ample. These shares have*been manipu­ 
lated for a long time. 
But the members 
o f the pool are not philanthropists and C. 
K. and N. never would have advanced as 
high as it is now. 
If small holders had 
not sold enough shares to enable the pool 
to buy in the bulk of the stock at cheap 
prices. 
Manipulation has its advantages as well 
as its abuses. 
Its chief advantage being 
that it makes an active market and en­ 
ables the sm all holder to sell and make a 
profit. Money made in manipulated deals 
such as C. K. and N. or Old Gold, is just 
as good as any other money. 
You may 
possibly remember the “Buy Zoe and get 
rich” war cry that sent Zoe shares repre­ 
senting a arery small acreage to 23 cents. 
Old Gold owns a couple of very small 
fractions and someone is sending out cir­ 
culars reading: ‘'Hold Old Gold for 10 
cents and get rich.” 
Now is the time to 
pause and reflect. 
Old Gold shares may 
go higher, but it is selling at a handsome 
price for the property. 2,500,000 shares at 
four cents equals $100,000, and our judg­ 
ment would be to sell and accept sure 
profit. 
The signs of the times point to better 
prices and greater activity aloug the me­ 
dium and low-priced lists. 
The profes­ 
sional element is plainly buying and the 
lambs need not fear to nibble at the many 
bargains now offered. 
The market is 
gradually growing better.

TNENTY-FOUR KNOWN DEAD 


IN NEW JERSEY COLLISION 


By Associated Press. 


N ew York, Jan. 28.—One of the m ost 
ap pallin g railroad w recks th at h a s oc­ 
curred in th e vicin ity o f N ew Y ork for 
m any years took p la ie a t G reenland on 
the C entral R ailroad of N ew Jersey, 
near W estfield, N. J., w hen the R oyal 
Blue line express plowed at top speed 
into the rear of a local train. 


A t 1:40 
»'clock 
th is 
(W ednesday) 
m orning it is know n th at there are -4 
dead in the wreck. 
S ixteen 
charred 
bodies h ave now been taken out. 
Im ­ 
m ediately after the crash three of the 
battered cars of the local train took 
fire and rendered im possible the rescue 
o f m any of the wounded. 
M any bodies 
are believed to have been consum ed. 


On board th^ flyer all the passengers, 
although badly shaken up. escaped un­ 
injured, except for trifling bruises.

This evening 
a freigh t train 
was 
blocked on track No. 4 and the iocal

Shortly 
after receiving orders the train 
had 
to stop for a hot box w hich causer] de­ 
lay so that when It got under w ay again 
It w as due at D uneilen. 
The train bad 
ju st got started and w as goin g slow ly 
w hen the R oyal Blue, travelin g appar­ 
ently a t full speed w hich at that point 
usu ally approxim ates 65 m iles an hour, 
crashed into the rear end. 
The heavv 
engine of the R oyal B lue tore its w ay 
into the re;ir ea r and at the sam e tim e 
drove the forw ard end o f th at car into 
the rear end of the car ahead w hich in 
turn w as driven into the fourth car 
from the rear. T he fourth car w as only 
partly w recked but the la st three were 
torn to pieces. 


The en gin e of the R oyal Blue left the 
rails and turned over on her side, the 
engineer and firem en stick in g to their 
posts and goin g down in 
the 
wreck. 
They w ere tak en to 
the 
h ospital at 
Plainfield. 
The engineer is not believed 
to h ave a chance of liv in g more than a 
few hours. 


Passenger« nn the flyer say the en ­ 
gineer applied the brakes hard a m inute 
or so before 
the 
w reck. 
The train 
ahead had sen t a flagm an back, but it 
seem s he w as recalled w hen th e train 
got under w ay and alth ou gh he left 
torpedoes, the R oyal B lue did n ot heed 
them or else w as goin g too fa st to stop 
in the short d istance rem aining. 
The 
m an w ho w ent back to flag the train 
had ju st sw u n g onto the rear of his 
train and is am ong the dead. 
T he en ­ 
gine and th e three cars w orst w recked 
w ere piled into an a w fu l heap, co n tain ­ 
ing at lea st 100 dead or injured. 
From 
the m ass cam e fearfu l cries for aid. 
A 
m inute later the w reck cau gh t fire from 
the firebox 
o f 
the 
locom otive. 
The 
scream s o f the injured in the heap w ere 
intensified a s th ey found 
th em selves 
hem m ed in by the flam es. 


The p assen gers in the tw o forw ard 
cars o f the first train, and all the men 
from th e exp ress ca rs and everyone in 
the neighborhood started w ork a t once 
to g et ou t the injured before the flam es 
could reach them . 
A t last the flam es 
reached th e rescuers and their clothing 
took fire, but th ey continued to work. 
Some of the injured w ere burned 
to 
death in sig h t o f the m en, w ho were 
w orking w ith desperation to sa v e them . 
The flam es soon gained com plete m a st­ 
ery of the last tw o cars. 
Firem en from 
W estfield were sum m oned by telephone, 
but arrived too late to sa v e m any lives. 
Surgeons w ere called on from E lizabeth, 
W estfield and Plainfield, and there were 
a score on hand. 


The parlor cars of the R oyal Blue 
train 
w ere converted into tem porary 
hosp itals. The dead, as th ey w ere taken 
out w ere laid in a row alongside the 
track until m eans could be found to 
convey them to Plainfield. 


The firem en a ftr - a tim e m astered the 
flam es. Then the w reckage w as a ttack ed 
again and the work of recovering the 
bodies w as begun. 
Out of the first car 
eight bodies w ere taken.

“The arbitrators are appointed 
to interpret the treaty."

The 
document wag' handed in- very quietly 
and the occurrence' attracted no atten; 
tion at the time.

came from the'house, and provide tor 
admission . of Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Arizona, as states of the union. 
Senator Quay would not discuss the 
purpose' of this step but his friends 
practically admit that it is the inten- 
tion so to. join'the measure with the 
bills providing money for the conduct 
of the business of the government as 
to render. it necessary to accept the 
statehood measure in order to secure 
the passage of the appropriation bills.

themselves face to face with a bigger 
revolt than two years ago. Mission- 
aries are already beginning to leave the 
threatened district. A correspondent 
of the Shang-hai -Mercury In Kan-su 
wires: 


"A crisis Is imminent and the offi- 
cials are powerless to act. The taotal 
is suppressing hews. 
There is cause 


for great apprehension unless Tung 
Fuh Slang is. suppressed." 
Messrs. Kydbo'g and Soderstay, mis- 
sionaries, who have reached Shang-hai 
from Sin-gan, having come from the in- 
terior because of the threatened revolt, 
in interviews given to a German daily 
Ot Shang-hai state that Tung Fuh 
Slang is gaining ground and intends to 
lead his armies to Sun-gan, where he 
will endeavor to make his capital and 
place Pu Chun, who has been pro- 
claimed emperor, on the throne. Tung 
is himself enlisting troops and every- 
thing else points to the fact that he has 
government 
support. 
Kan-su 
and 
Shen-sl are overrun by Tung's spies. 
All pro-foreign officials are being re- 
moved from Sun-gan. 
•Peking correspondents' also tell of 
the threatened outbreak In the north- 
west and credit Yong Lu, the "real 
ruler of China," as being behind the 
movement.

IRISH- AMERICANS DENOUNCE 
TRIAL OF COLONEL LYNCH.

New York, Jan. 25.—A large meet- 


ing of delegates of the United Irlsh- 
American societies of New York, pre- 
sided over by Daniel F. Colahan, to- 
night, resolutions were adopted de- 
nouncing the trial and death sentence 
of Colonel Arthur Lynch as a travesty 
on justice. The resolution says in part: 


"We desire to express our belief that 


the British government will not dare to 
carry out the sentence imposed upon 
Colonel Lynch and also to point out 
that the action of an English court, In 
finding a man who had become in due 
form a naturalized citizen of another 
country, guilty of treason in England is 
unjust, unfair and a. gross violation of 
all the conditions under which millions 
of citizens had been added to the pop- 
ulation of this country.' 


"At this time, when England, for her 


her own selfish purpose, Is attempting 
to conceal her enmity to America un- 
der the guise of friendship In order 
to the more thoroughly avail herself of 
our strength and power, she endeavors 
to set aside one of the cardinal prin- 
ciples of our Institutions and to take 
from us one of the greatest sources of 
our strensth. 


"We denounce her action as cowardly, 


brutal and tyrannical, and predict that 
it will only serve to call the attention 
of the world to the fact that you can- 
not change the spots of the leopard, 
so you cannot make the English gov- 
ernment anything but stupid, blood- 
thirsty, cowardly and cruel."

"Jefferson Davis, than whom there 


never lived In this or in : any -land, a 
nobler gentleman arid a knightller sol- 
dier*-Jefferson,JDavis. who, • whatever 
may be thought of his opinion and ac- 
tions, said always what he meant and 
meant always what he said—Jefferson 
Davis declared that next after the sur- 
render at Appomattox, the murder of 
Abraham Lincoln made the darkest day 
in the calendar for the south and the 
people of the south. Why? 
Because 
Mr. Davis had come to a knowledge 
of the magnanimity of Mr. Lincoln S 
heart and th'e generosity of his inten- 


"If" Lincoln had lived, there would 
have been no era of reconstruction, with 
its repressive agencies and oppressive 
legislation. If Lincoln had lived there 
would have been wanting to the ex- 
tremism of the time the cue of his 
taking off to spur the steeds of ven- 
geance. For Lincoln entertained wltn 
respect to the rehabilitation of the un- 
ion, the single wish that the southern 
states—to use his homely phraseology— 
"should come back home and behave 
themselves," and, if he had lived ne 
would have made this wish effectual 
as he made everything effectual to 
which he seriously addressed himselt. 
His was the genius of common sense. 


Of 
perfect 
intellectual aplomb, 
he 
sprang from a southern pedigree and 
was born in the south. 
He knew all 
about the south, its institutions, Its 
traditions and its peculiarities. He was 
an old-line Whig of the school of Hen- 
ry Clay, with strong emancipation lean- 
ing, never an Abolitionist. 'If slavery 
be not wrong,' he said, 
'nothing is 
wrong,' but he also said and reiterated 
it time and again, 'I have no prejudice 
against the southern people. They are 
just what we would be in their situa- 
tion. 
If slavery did not now exist 
among them, they would not Introduce 
it. If it did now exist among us, we 
would not Instantly give it up.' 
"From first to last throughout the 
angry debates preceding the war, amid 
the passions' of the war itself, not one 
vindictive, prescriptive word fell from 
his tongue, or pen, whilst during its 
progress there was scarcely a day when 
he did not project his great personal- 
ity between some southern man or wo- 
man and danger. Yet the south does 
not know, except as a kind of hearsay, 
that this big-brainec!, Slg-souled man 
was a friend at court when friends 
were most in need, having the will and 
the power to rescue it from the wolves 
of brutality and rapine whom the his- 
tory of all wars tells us the lust of vic- 
tory, the very smell of battle, lures, 
from their hiding to prey upon the help- 
less, the dying and the dead. But pe- 
rusing the after-story of those dread 
days, Mr. Davis knew this and died do- 
ing full Justice 
to the character of 


Abraham Lincoln. 
"Considerable 
discussion has been 


heard latterly touching what did and 
what did not happen upon the occasion 
of a famous historic episode known as 
the Hampton Roads conference. That 
Mr. Lincoln met and conferred with the 
official representatives of the Confed- 
erate government, led by the vice presi- 
dent of the Confederate States, when it 
must have been known to him that the 
confederacy was nearing the end of its 
resources, is sufficient proof 
of 
the 
breadth both of his humanity and his 
patriotism. Yet he went to Fortress 
Monroe prepared 
not only 
to make 


whatever concessions toward the res- 
toration of union and peace he had the 
lawful authority to make, but to offer 
some concessions which could in the na- 
ture of the case go no further at that 
time than his personal assurance. His 
constitutional powers were limited. But 
he was in himself the embodiment of 
great moral power. 


"The story that lie offered payment 


for the slaves—so often affirmed and 
denied—is in either case but a quibble 
with the actual facts. He could not have 
made such an offer except tentatively, 
lacking the means to carry it out. He 
was not given the opportunity to make 
it, because the confederate commission- 
ers were under instructions to treat 
solely on the basis of the recognition 
of the Independence of the confederacy. 
The conference came to nought. 
It 
ended where it began. But there is am- 
ple evidence that he went to Hampton 
Roads resolved to commit himself to 
that proposition. He did, according to 
the official reports, refer to it in spe- 
cific terms, having already formulated 
a plan of procedure. This plan requires 
no verification. It exists and may be 
seen in his own handwriting. It em- 
braced a Joint resolution to be submit- 
ted by the president to the two houses 
of congress appropriating four hundred 
millions of dollars 
to be distributed 


among the southern states on the basis 
of the slave population of each accord- 
ing to the census of 1860, and a procla- 
mation to be issued by himself, as pres- 
ident when this Joint resolution 
had 


been passed by congress. 
"There can be no possible controversy 


among honest students of history on 
this point. That Mr. Lincoln 'said to 
Mr. Stephens, 'Let me write union at 
the top of this page and you may write 
below it whatever else you please,' is 
referable to Mr. Stephens' 
statement 


made to many friends and attested by 
a number of reliable persons still liv- 
ing. But, that he meditated the most 
liberal terms, Including payment 
for 
slaves, rests neither upon conjecture 
nor hearsay, but on indisputable docu- 
mentary support. 
It may be argued 
that he could not have secured the 
adoption of any such plan, but of his 
purpose, and its genuineness, there can 
be no.question and there ought to be 
no equivocation. 


"Indeed, payment for the slaves had 


been all along in his mind. He believed 
the north equally guilty with the south 
for the original existence of slavery. He 
clearly understood that the Irrepressible 
conflict was a conflict of systems, not 
a merely sectional and partisan quar- 
rel. He was a Just man, abhorring pro- 
scription. He was a Conscience Whig, 
who stood In awe of the Constitution, 
and his oath of office. He wanted to 
'leave the south no right to claim that 
the north, finding slave'labor unprofit- 
able, had sold its negroes to the south 
and then turned about and by force of 
arms confiscated the property it had 
thus trafficked. 
He fully recognized 
slaves as property. The proclamation 
of emancipation was Issued as a war 
measure. In his message to congress 
of December, 1862, he proposed payment 
for the slaves, elaborating a scheme in 
detail and urging it with copious and 
cogent argument. 'The people of the 
south," said he, addressing a war con- 
gress at that moment In the throes of 
a bloody war with the south, 'are not 
more responsible for the original intro- 
duction of this property than are the 
people of the north, and, when it is re- 
membered how unhesitatingly we all 
use cotton and sugar and share the 
profits of dealing in them It may not 
be quite safe to say that the south has 
been more responsible than tho north 
for Its continuance.' 


"The years age gliding swiftly by. 


Only a little while, and-there shall be 
no man living who saw service on eith- 
er side of that great struggle of sys- 
tems and ideas. Its passions long ago 
vanished from manly bosoms. That has 
come to pass within a single generation 
In America which in Europe required 
ages to accomplish. There Is no dis- 
puting the verdict of events. Let us re- 
late them truly and interpret them fair- 
ly. If we would have the north do Jus- 
tice to our heroes, we must do justice 
to its heroes. I here render unto Cae- 
sar the things that are Caesar's even 
as I would render unto God the things 
that are God's. As living men, standing 
erect In the presence of heaven and the 
world, we have grown gray without be- 
ing ashamed; and we need not fear that 
history will fail to vindicate our integ- 
rity. When thosq are gone that fought 
the battle, and posterity 
comes to 
strike the Una!-balance sheet, it will 


be shown that the niakers of .the Con- 
stitution left the relation of the states 
to the federal government. and of the 
federal government to the states open 
to a double construction. '" 


"It will be told how the mistaken no- 
tion that^slave labor was requisite to 
the profitable cultivation of sugar, rice 
and cotton/raised a paramount prop- 
erty Interest In the southern section of 
the union, whilst In the northern sec- 
tion, responding to the trend of mod- 
ern thought and the outer movements 
of mankind, there arose a great moral 
sentiment against slavery. The conflict 
thus established, gradually but surely 
sectionalizlng party lines, was as In- 
evitable as It was irrepressible. It was 
fought out to its bitter and-logical con- 
clusion at Appomattox. It found us a 
huddle of petty sovereignties, held to- 
gether by a rope of sand. It madei and 
it left us a nation. Esto pe'rpetna;" 
William Hepburn Russell replied to 


the toast, "To the memory of Jefferson 
Davis." 
. 
The final toast of the evening was to, 
"The silent brigade," all rising and 
a bugler sounding ''taps."

lieved that if It should be necessary for 
the national organization to have. funds 
it can draw on the district. 


The report of the special committee 


on injunction was very detailed. The 
committee went into the history of the 
operation of the injunction, and after 
showing the great abuses to which it

of two to go to Washington to use its

the existence of such'a leader; and in 
consequence there are long periods In 
the history 
of every 
nation during 


which no man appears who leaves an 
indelible mark in history. It, on the 
other band, the crisis is one so many- 
sided as to call for the development anc 
exercise of many distinct attributes, II 
may be that more .than one man wil 
appear in order that the requirements 
shall, be fully met. -In the Revolution 
and In the period of constructive states- 
manship Immediately following it, f<jr 
our good fortune It befell us that the 
highest military and the highest civil 
attributes were embodied in Washing- 
tori, and so in him we Tiave one of th° 
undying men of .history—a great soldier 
if possible an even greater statesman, 
and above all a public servant whose 
lofty and disinterested patriotism', ren- 
dered his power and ability—alike on 
fought fields and in council, chambers— 
of the most far-reaching service to the 
republic.. In the Civil war the two 
functions.were divided, and Lincoln and 
Grant will stand fOrevermore with their 
names inscribed on the 
honor roll of 


those who have deserved well of man- 
kind by saving to humanity a. precious 
heritage. 
In similar fashion Thomas 


Jefferson and 
Andrew Jackson 
each 


.stands as the foremost representative 
of the great movement of his genera- 
tion, and their names symbolize to us 
their tlfnes and the hopes and aspira- 
tions of their times. 


It was given P'resident" McKinley to 


take the foremost place in our political 
life at a time when our'country was 
brought face to 'face with problems 
more momentous than any whose solu- 
tion we have ever attempted,.save only 
in the Revolution and in the Civil war, 
and it was under his leadership -that 
the nation solved these mighty problems 
aright. Therefore he shall -standMn the 
eyes of history not merely,as the first 
man of'his generation, but .'as uniovg 
the.greatest figures in.our Wtlorial fife; 
coming second only to' tlicj men of, the 
two great crises In which the Union was 
founded and preserved. 


No man could carry through success- 


fully such a task as President McKin- 
ley undertook, unless trained, by long 
years of effort 
for 
Its performance. 


Knowledge of his fellow-citizens,, abili- 
ty to. understand them, keen sympathy 
with seven their innermost feelings, anil 
yet power to lead them, together with 
'far-sighted sagacity and resolute belief 
both in the people and in their tutum— 
all these wgye needed in the man who 
headed the march of our people during 
tl|e eventful years from 1896 to 1901. 
These were, the qualities posessed by 
McKinley and . developed 
by him 


throughout his whole history previous 
to assuming the presidency. 
As a lad 


he-had the 
Inestimable 
privilege of 


serving first In the ranks, and then as 
a commissioned officer. In the great .war 
for national union, righteousness, and 
grandeur; he was one of those whom a 
kindly Providence permitted 
to take 
part in" a struggle which enrjpbled every 
man who fought therein. He who when 
little more than a bpy had seen the grim 
steadfastness which after four yftars 
of giant struggle 
restored the Union 


and freed the slave was riot thereafter 
to be daunted by danger: or frightened 
out of his belief in. the great destiny of 
our people/ 
• 


SomeUyeacs after the war closed Mc- 


Kinley came to congress, and rose, dur- 
ing a succession of terms, to leadership 
in his party-ln the lower house. He 'a'.so 
became governor of his native state, 
Ohio. -During this varied service he re- 
ceived practical training of the kind 
most valuable to him when he became 
chief executive of the nation. 
To the 


high faith of his early years was added 
the capacity to realize his ideals, to 
work with his fellow-men at the same 
time that ho. led them. 


Impresses' Itself 
as a virile force for 


?ood 'upon the people at large and which 
hng nothing In common with mere In- 
trlgUe or manipulation. But in 1896 the 
Issue was fairly joined, chiefly upon a 
question which as a party question was 
entirely- new, • so that the old lines of 
political; cleavage were In large part 
abandoned. 
All other issues sank in 


importance when compared with tho 
*-ltal need of keeping onr financial sys- 
tem on the high and honorable plane 
imperatively demanded by our position 
as a great civilized power.-As the cham- 
pion of such a principle President Mc- 
Kinley received the support not only of 
his own party but of hundreds of thou- 
sands of those to whom he had been 
politically opposed. He triumphed, and 
lie marie good with scrupulous fidelity 
the promises upon which the campaign 
was won. We were at the time In a 
period of great industrial depression and 
it was promised tor and on behalf of 
McKinley that if he were elected-our 
financial system should not only be pre- 
served unharmed but Improved and our 
economic system shaped in accordance 
with those theories which have always 
marked out1 periods of greatest prosper- 
ity. The promises were kept and fol- 
lowing their keeping came the prosper- 
ity which we -now enjoy. All that was 
foretold 
concerning 
the 
well-being 


which would follow the election ot Mc- 
Kinley has been justified by the event. 


But as so often happens In our history, 


the president was forced to face ques- 
tions other than those at Issue at the 
time of his election. Within a year the 
situation • in Cuba had become literally 
intolerable. 
President McKinley had 


fought, too well In his youth, he kne-.v 
too well at first hand what war really 
was, lightly to enter into a struggle. He 
sought by every honorable means to pro 
serve peace, to avert war. He made 
every effort consistent with the nation- 
al honor- to bring about an amicable 
settlement of 'the . Cuban 
difficulty. 


Then, when It became evident, thu.1 
these efforts were useless, that peace 
could not be honorably entertained, -he 
devoted his strength to making the war 
as short and as decisive as possible. 
It 


is needless to tell the result in detail 
Suffice It to say that rarely Indeed In 
history has a contest so far-reaching In 
the Importance of its outcome been 
achieved with .such ease. 
There fol- 


lowed a harder task. As a result of the 
war we came Into possession of Cuba 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines. In 
each island the conditions were such 
that we had to face problems entirely 
new to 'our national experience, and 
moreover, in each island or group, ol 
islands the problems differed radically 
from those presented in the others. In 
Puerto Rico the task was simple. The 
Island could not be independent. It be- 
came in -all essentials a part of :the 
"nlon. It has been given all the benefits 
f our economic and financial system 
ts inhabitants have been" given the 
Ighest • Individual 
liberty," while ye

Articles of incorporation were filed 


yesterday by the Antjers Livery com- 
pany under which name the combined 
establishments will do business.

Aus- 
tin Hutchlnson and George L. Sullivan 
of Denver, who Is an owner in the Ant- 
lers livery. This last named business 
has-been conducted for several years 
by H. S. Hayward, Mr. Sullivan being 
a silent partner. 


The Antlers Livery company is incor- 


porated for $40,000, and will hereafter 
be conducted at the present site of the 
Antlers livery on North Cascade ave- 
nue, 
almost opposite the Antlers hotel. 


The old El Paso livery stock comprises 
some good equipment and it is- 
the 


intention of the owners to.combine It 
with that now at the Antlers stables 
and to keep only the very best of the 
two. 
About 35 driving horses and six 


broughams in addition to a number of 
traps and other vehicles^ and a large 
stock of harness will be' immediately 
transferred from the El Paso stables to 
the Antlers. 


This will give the new company one ot

Hie main work of the congress so far 


has been to call together great audi- 
ences of parents, to listen to advice of- 
fered by practical workers and experts 
In all the problems that beset the par- 
ents and guardians of children. It has 
formed parents' clubs in schools, thus 
striving to unite teacher and parent in 
a common risk; it has invited both to 
confer upon their work of education 
and character building. Nor has the 
congress finished its duty with this ef- 
.fort on behalf 
of the child 
happy 


enough to live in the average American 
home. Its thought has gone out to the 
poor and neglected little ones whose 
parents are dead, or worse, than dead— 
the defective or the delinquent child in 
any walk of life, and especially to the 
child who, in his early .youth, Is brand- 
ed by fhe law. 


"Because it.Is now recognized as .part 


of motherhood, mothers the land over 
are studying the laws which govern the 
children of all our states. Whenever the 
study has. been done systematically and 
by an organized group of women, a sure 
result has followed.,. A juvenile court 
Is now established in several ot our 
states; and In many others the idea 
•has waked to life 
and 
is -arousing 


thought and interest. 
, 


This 'Is a new departure indeed for 


the woman who once'believed that her 
duty was done when 'her household Is 
clothed in scarlet,' and her own chil- 
dren were loved and taught. Our twen- 
tieth century mother has grasped the 
nobler idea of patriotism; she rears her 
children for good citizenship, while in 
her ears rings the voice which de- 
clares the least of his little ones as him- 
self. 


" 'Give me the children,' says the re- 


former, 'and in a generation your pris- 
ons will be empty, your reformatories 
closed.' A promise that seems too bold- 
until we compare it with Horace Fletch- 
er's thought that, by surrounding child- 
hood with the social quarantine of early 
training In good habits and fixed choice 
of the right, we can remake humanity. 


"At both extremes of society are in- 


telligent care, wise control aiid sympa- 
thetic guidance of childhood imperative, 
ly needed. The physical 
and moral 


wrecks of our society, are not all found 
in what we are pleased to call the low- 
er classes. The human nature of the 
slums is seen not seldom In court cir- 
cles under a thin disguise; and West 
Ends have many an object lesson in 
the immutability of 
the 
law 
'Who 
breaks —pays.' 


•Mothers who have given their chil- 


dren every desire of 
the heart—who 


would have given life Itself for them— 
have been doomed to watch them in the 
grip of uncontrolled passions, dr dy- 
ing as victims of moral disease far 
worse than any physical one. The poor 
mothers cry, in their agony, 'Had I but 
known how to train 
my child, this 


would not have-been.' Surely mothers 
of this class need the education the' 
twentieth century will offer. -"- 


"Even In the average home, \yhere the 


children Inherit good instincts and good 
hab|ts, where neither 
dissipation nor 


poverty 
offers 
peculiar temptations,, 


there still is needed the special "educa- 
tion of the parent; for whatever has 
been well done'Without skill and kn'owl- 


"But far below this world is that one 


in which an army of little ones stand 
lifting their hands to us for help. A 
grea t cry comes up to us from the lame, 
the Rick, the mentally defective, and 
the morally tainted who dwell in mis- 
erable homes in the squalid quarters of 
our great cities. Society has been strug- 
gling with the proble.ni for several cen- 
turies in Europe, andvfor several gen- 
erations in our new world. That it is 
not solved is proved by Morrison's open- 
ing chapter, in which he states that 
crime is on the increase and that, ns 
a rule, youthful crime is traceable to 
the low standard of home life and to 
the transmission, of weakened health 
and blunted moral sense. 
, "Yet. In this class, too, loving parents 
abound, who are willing to do for their 
children all they know how; whose de- 
votion and self-sacrifice are matchless. 
But here as elsewhere Ignorance has in- 
terfered, and the strongest love can- 
not alone supply'wisdom. 


"To the submerged mothers the other 


mothers must go: and around the hap- 
less children must be thrown all the 
loving thought and protecting Influence 
which women can use. It is not enough 
to take such children from their sur- 
roundings and put them into asylums 
and institutions, or even Into other fam- 
ilies. It is far better, if it be possible 
at all, to keep them in the home with 
its. humble 'little h,' and raise 
that 


home to a higher level—to educate the 
parents In their duties. 
. 
' 


"Out of her own home this is the first, 


immediate i work of the twentieth cen- 
tury mother. But it is a gigantic task 
and will call for the help of every In- 
telligent woman. Most especially will it 
need the help of the woman who, never 
having had children, or having buried 
her heart In some' tiny grave, has more 
leisure than that which the homekeep- 
ing woman, with many children, can 
command. 


"The work opens to such childless wo- 


men the widest field for their womanly 
qualities. No one can say that, In It, 
a woman is out of her sphere, for the 
one eternal tribute of womanhood !s 
tender sympathy for all weak and suf- 
fering humanity. 
Now we shall see 


joined to it a knowledge which walks 
warily to avoid the mistakes of the 
past, a patience which is trained 
to 


make pndless beginnings after endless 
failures, because study has taught us 
the slow coming of results, and we shall 
find a power of self-control based upon 
education in psychological law. And, 
along with these, we shall find the con- 
viction that not only is the bisk abund- 
antly worth whilp. hut that it is the 
only way in which to right the dis- 
joined relations of our society. Adults 
we must more or less despair of chang- 
ing with any degree of permanency, but 
the child, ah, there lies the hopes for 
the future! 


".To sum up.' then, the attitude of the 


twentieth century mpther is to declare 
that the love and devotion of mother- 
hood are never to be impaired; but;to 
them must be added the study of how 
best to exercise them. The twentieth 
ceiltury mother must be skilled in the 
physical care of her .children. She. 
inust know the chemical values and 
suitable combinations of 
foods, 
the 


homely virtues of cleanliness and order, 
the need of rest and exercise, the pre- 
cautions to be'observed in school life 
and in adolescence. She must realize 
that there are critics higher than Mrs, 
Grundy, and standards higher than so- 
cial prestige and wealth, if llixury and 
ease are not to become an insidious dis- 
ease.

Julia Dent Grant was accorded the pub- 
lic notice usually conferred on the wife 
of.a great man, we can scarcely be sat- 
isfied that more was not said. It is al- 
together remarkable that contemporary 
comment has refused Mrs. Grant the 
proper measure of her power arid influ- 
ence In the career of her husband, writes 
Alfred Sorenson in the Omaha Exam- 
iner. 


When the final analysis of General U. 


S. Grant's work in life is made, the ver- 
dict will be that his only distinction 
wag achieved on the battlefield. It Is 
quite true that this Is .enough of fame 
for any man. To be accounted worthy 
a place beside Alexander and Napoleon, 
fills the cup of ambition full. Yet men 
famed as warriors have attained dis- 
tinction In the field of statecraft, ayd 
it was not by lack of opportunity that 
General Grant failed here. As the idol 
of a great people, a popular hero who 
won his right to public tribute in the 
preservation of his country. General 
Grant was given every honor that the 
nation could confer. 
Twice electra 


president and a formidable candidate 
for a third term, It was chiefly his own 
failure that prevented him from break- 
ing the tacit rule against three terms of 
national administration. 
. Nor can we forget the failures that 
attended his attempts at livelihood be- 
fore he found his footing in the war. 
What Impulse stirred him to renewed 
action and what Influence prevented him 
from descending Into total' stagnation 
we must, attribute to the woman who 
has just died. By general consent- o'f 
those who had opportunity to study him 
at close range, the tremendous influ- 
ence wielded over General Grant by his 
wife is made a factor In his success. 
When perplexities confronted him, it 
was her Judgment that extricated him 
from difficulties. When he stood as the 
central object pf attack among niercl- 
less foes, she sustained him. Her de- 
votion during his last -illness was sim- 
ply the culminating bloom of

guidance. Inspiration and care. 
• While genius is its own excuse for be- 
ing, one cannot gainsay the resultant 
power.pf a true woman in the develop- 
ment and action of that genius. .It is 
the natural tendency of real greatness 
to be guided by the soft and subtle in- 
fluence, as It is to gain strength from 
stonnful opposition and encountering 
obstruction. In the lives of the great 
men whom tills country has produced 
during her history, there is no other 
character who seemed so indebted to 
the influence and power of his wife as 
Genera) Grant. 


Therefore, her death had more than 


the ordinary significance attached to It. 
Kv'en though her work was silently exe- 
cuted and men lost sight of her In the 
eclipsing greatness of. her husband, it 
was nevertheless real

it!! May, 1001, a very' large stream of 
• n-ater—as much as from 3,000 to 6,000 
•gallons per minute—poured from ' this

tunnel wus Immcdiate-.y noticeable over 
the greater part of the district, not only 
ni-uni t>atau'"is ftniii"".1 i*u.c,by, uie-ury- 
ing up of the Moflat tunnel shortly after 
the Standard began flowirig.- 
There Is nothing unusual or different 


In the -water occurrence from that In 
other camps. The quantity to be pumped 
does not approach In-amount that en- 
countered' In Leadvllle, and. with the 
Important difference that in the case 
of Cripple creek, located in a compara- 
tively arid region, with tojtal . annual 
precipitation of only. a.bbtit^ six Inches, 
the addltion.by saturation to the under- 
ground water Is comparatively trifling. 
In Leadvllle, situated .in' the heart of 
the main range, where the snowfall Is 
heavy In winter, and with Hard sum- 
mer rains, a; constant addition is be- 
ing made to^the underground "flow, and 
a cessation of pumping-by the- mines 
would mean a return to -the original 
elevation at which water was encoun- 
tered. In Cripple Creek the drainage of 
a vertical foot ,of water means .just 
that much less to be pumped; as the an- 
nual Increment from surface water is 
practically nil. 
- 
' 


<It has unfortunately' been the case 
that during, the drainage, of the deeper 
pumping shafts in the western half of 
the district—where, on account of-more 
or less openness ;and porosity In the 
north and south veins and' connecting 
cross fractures, the elevation of the 
water has been practically the same in 
all of them—that when one got below 
the level of the other with' its pump 
station and began opening up the 
ground It Immediately had to pump more 
than its share, with the result that It 
was found to be too big a contract for 
any one mine to carry through. If it 
had been the case, as In Leadville, of 
a great many shafts all pumping at 
the water at the same time, and the 
cost distributed among many, we would 
have heard very little from any of the 
mines "on the subject. In- the case of 
the Elkton, which made probably the 
most determined. and gallant fight of 
all; It was principally a case of biting 
off more than they could masticate that 
caused most of their trouble. The shaft 
had been sunk from 600 to 800 feet, 
where the pump station was cut. out 
and large pumps installed, and later 
work began In. opening up the veins In 
the 700 and 800 levels simultaneously. 
A sudden influx of a great volume of 
•water from a- cavernous opening in the 
south level on the 700-foot drowned the 
pumn« nt No. S; the subsequent recov- 
ery of these by means of sinking pumps 


being, a. slow and costly process, It was 
only accomplished by tlrst fighting the 
water back into the seventh level and 
bulkheudlng it, and by putting in an- 
other bulkhead in No. s, when tnat level 
was"finally recovered. 
These cement 


bulkheads served their purpose admir- 
ably, and permitted the drawing Off ot 
the water'in such quantities as could bo 
readily, handled by the station pumps; 
but, 
even then, handling as they did 


some 2,000 gallons per minute for many 
months, the cost was prohibitive In the 
extraction of medium and low grade 
ore at any profit. 
The steps which have been taken by 
the Mary McKlnney.Bl Paso and Elk- 
ton mines toward the driving of a com- 
paratively short drain tunnel to Inter- 
sect the El Paso shaft.at 585 feet depth, 
or 230 feet below the present water lev- 
el In the deep shafts of the district, 
are steps In the right direction; but 
the matter should not be allowed to rest 
with the comparatively small amount of 
drainage which will be effected by this 
tunnel. It will be well to bear in mind 
that even when -the tunnel has been 
driven, into the water saturated area 
and drainage begun, there will be a, long 
period of Awaiting for the water to sub- 
side, oi- until the water will be drawn 
off to the tunnel level. Residents of 
the district will remember 
that, al- 


though the Standard tunnel 
begun 


draining in :i898, it was not until 1901 
during, .which period the Elkton, Mary 
McKlnnle, Doetorijack Pot and for a 
considerable part: of the. time, the 
Moon-Anchor.,; were- steadily pumping, 
that complete drainage.was finally ef- 
fected. The recession of the water, as 
noted in the Moon-Anchor during the 
time when pumping was being carried 
on most vigorously, and the Standard 
at the same time discharging its largest 
volume of water, was only about one 
inch per day; so that it is evident that, 
even after this ^proposed tunnel begins 
draining Tsiater,. a, considerable period 
of time must necessarily elapse before 
some of the deeper mines'will be able 
to resume sinking and opening up their 
working'levels'to-the depth which will 
finally be drained by this tunnel. Know- 
ing that drainage at the best is ex- 
tremely: slow,- it would be wise on ,the 
part of those providing, funds for the 
completion of the first tunnel to at the 
same time make an effort to raise an 
additional amount for the purpose of 
beginning another and longer one to 
drain to a greater depth of from, say, 
300 to 600 feet. Then, while the first 
was performing Its duty, and during 


the waiting* period, the second could be 
completed and share with the first one 
n giving more rapid action on drain- 
age, so that by the time the ground 
above the first was worked out a great- 
er depth of free water would be awalt- 
ns them. 
It has been urged as a. reason against 
the driving of a tunnel at great depth 
that it Is possible that the water zone 
may not be oif great thickness, and that 
there Would, be a probability ot the 
tunnel penetrating 
dry ground, and, 


consequently, 
being of 
no value A 
5reat many arguments can be made, 
both pro and con, on this subject, vari- 
ous writers on the genesis of ore de- 
posits and 
the circulation of under- 


ground waters having, widely diverging 
opinions, quite a number lean|ng to- 
wards a belief in a comparatively lim- 
ited thickness in the zone affected by 
circulating waters, while many of our 
latest and best American writers give 
by far- the greatest burden of proof in 
favor of very deep circulation in most 
cases. 
The mineralization in Cripple 


Creek has so manifestly been aqueous 
and caused by circulating ground water 
(or solutions) that there Is no room for 
argument as to Its origin; the question 
as.to how deep it will go' is merely theor- 
izing. It Is not meant to be Implied 
that the now existing waters caused the 
deposition of minerals, or that a dim- 
inution of the.quantity of .water would 
mean a lessening of the mineralization, 
but. It Is an indication of the perme- 
ability of the veins and dikes to great 
depth; .thus, 800 feet in depth at the 
Elkton shaft would correspond to 1,900 
feet at the Isabella^ or about the depth 
that those arguing against.deep circu- 
lation assert is the limit beyond which 
it cannot exist. 
This much has 
been demonstrated, 
that in many of the deeper mines, as 
the Portland, Vindicator, 
Ajax. Last 
Dollar, Golden Cycle, Gold Coin. Strong, 
Blue Bird, Wild Horse, Elkton, Mary 
McKlnnle, El Paso, Gold King, and 
otherat there Is as yet no sign, of im- 
poverishment in the veins; but, on the 
contrary, not only has the grade of the 
ore held its own, but there has been a 
very marked Increase in .the extent of 
the mineralization of the veins and 
dikes at depth, as compared with nearer 
the surface, the apparent lower aver- 
age grade of the ore now shipped froir 
the district being caused ,by increased 
tonnage from the mines and less dis- 
crimination in assorting. 


A very good argument against one 
well-known writer's views on the .sub- 


ject of deep circulation Is to be found 
n Cripple Creek. He strongly questions 
:he circulation of water at all at great 
lepth. and, among other arguments 
igainst the permeability of rocks, cites, 
as an Instance, "that standing water in 
abandoned shafts Is strong evidence of 
he impenetrability of rocks." The very 
fact that abandoned shafts are so gen- 
erally filled by surface water also es- 
tablishes that, while it ran In there, 
t carried with It a certain amount of 
clay and silt, which would naturally 
after repeated fillings, close up small 
*>revices and capillary openings, 
and 


would have a 
tendency to make It 


watertight. It does not seem like a 
good argument for his side of the ques- 
lon. It was frequently noted that when 
it was necessary to close the bulk- 
lieads In the Elkton mine that the pres- 
sure gauges affixed thereto indicated 
very shortly after they were closed the 
exact height, within a few inches, of 
the standing water In the district and 
that the closing of these bulkheads was 
Immediately noticeable in the Doctor- 
Jack Pot and Mary McKinnle, one mil" 
distant, by an Increase in their water 
flow. It Is difficult to believe that, 
after the water Is drained from a level 
In one of those mines it could have been 
so wet, as .they very often seem more 
than usually tight and hard and lack- 
Ing In vugs and cracks; yet when they 
were on the water level the water seem- 
ed to come out as if squeezed from a 
sponge through every pore, and from 
the natural cleavages In the basal and 
phonolite as If from a syringe, arid yet 
there was no opening that was visible 
to the naked eye. 
Although It Is more than likely thai 
at greater depth the volume of water 
may diminish on account of the cessa- 
tion of some of the shallower and lower 
fissures and the closing by sedimenta- 
tion and pressure of capillary openings 
causing a slower flow of the water into 
the mine workings,' so far there has 
been no evidence whatever of decrease 
in the volume of water, nor in the area 
of the brecciated mass, in which th 
greater number of the producing rhlnee 
are located. It is probable, however 
that at great depth the water will per 
colate so slowly It will not be difflcul 
to dispose of it by pumping when the 
mines get below that portion to bi 
drained by a tunnel or tunnels. 
The water question, although a gravi 


one as a matter of course, will not b 
looked on as so serious after the firs 
drain tunnel has been driven, and it i 
a' comparatively small affair; but an 


ther should not be started or driven 
in' too small a scale. The larger and 
onger the opening the greater the 
Irainage, on the same principle that an 
oil well will How more oil after it has 
>een torpedoed than it did before, and 
he cost of excavating a larger opening 
s more than made up by the greater 
facility ottered for faster work. 
The

being only a few cents over $19. 


When the immensity of the Issue at 
stake is take'n into consideration, when 


to a minlrnum'of about 40,000,000 gallons. 
He was inclined to belleve-'that the vol- 
ume of water showed signs of dimin- 
ishing quantity, per foot as depth was 
gained, although the greatest amount 
was indicated as existing some 40 to 50 
feet above the present' water level. 


Assuming that 40;000,000 Is approxi- 
mately the number of gallons per ver- 
tiral foot, the cost of unwatering the 
next 100 feet over the district would 
be as follows: 
Forty million gallons, 
at eight and one-third pounds per gal- 
lon, equals 106,666 tons; taking the rate 
of four cents per ton of water pumped, 
as is estimated to be the average Lead- 
ville cost for a similar acreage height 
to be pumpe'd, this would imply $666,660 
as the cost of pumping out the next 
100 feet, and, as pumping works ,by a 
sort of inverse ratio, the cost going-up 
as the shaft goes down, there would 


one stops to think of the greatness of need to be a very large decrease in, 
Cripple Creek's contribution to 
the 


world's visible gold supply, some $120,- 
000.000 in gold already produced from an 
average depth in the larger mines of 
less than 700 feet, with every promise 
that a still greater amount will be pro- 
duced by an added depth, it 
seems 
strange to the outside world—to those 
holding stock in some of the deeper 
mines, but with no say as to what siiall 
be done with their property—that the 
directors and managers of these mines 
have.been so dilatory in taking steps to 
Inaugurate a system of drainage which 
will solve the problem for all time. The 
pumping system has been tried and 
found wanting; the enormous cost ac- 
companying It has been found prohibi- 
tive in the production of medium and 
low grade ores at a pro'fit, and mine 
owners now generally recognize that 
tunneling is'the easiest and best solu- 
tion, the more especially.as very great 
depth can be gained in a comparatively 
short distance. 


During the time when 
the Elkton 


company were having their hardest 
fight with the water, they engaged a 
competent engineer to make a complete 
report for them as to the advisability 
of continuing pumping operations. His 
Investigations, covering 
a 
period ol 
several weeks, and conducted with un- 
usual care in securing data on the sub- 
ject, lead him to believe that the vol- 
ume per vertical, foot, as Indicated by 
the various records of .the pumping 
mines, and the flow of water from the 
two tunnels—the Moffat and Standard— 
which greatly aided the drainage, varied 
from a maximum of 107,000,000 gallons 


the quantity of water to be pumped be- 
fore taking off very much from thesa 
figures. 


The committee having In charge th« 
negotiating with the various mining 
companies" for funds sufficient to com- 
plete the first tunnel have had a great 
many difficulties to contend with, tha 
principal one of all being the indiffer- 
ence of many'of the mining companies, 
whose property will be benefited and 
greatly enhanced in value when drained 
to great depth; all of them are perfect- 
ly willing that the tunnel should, bd 
driven, but preferably at the expense 
of others, and they 
have 
generally 


taken a very narrow view of the situa- 
tion. 


Can any one doubt that the driving 


of even this first tunnel will not glva 
a new era of prosperity and an added 
value to every mine on the west side of 
the district which has a vein on their 
property—that the very fact that many 
of the formed dividend-paying 
mines 
that have freely expended hundreds. o£ 
thousands of dollars in draining the 
water to its present level will be again 
able to resume dividend paying—that 
this will not give an added Impetus to 
mining in Cripple Creek? 


Why should there be such a strange; 
hesitancy in doing" what everyone is 
persuaded is the .right thing to do? 
Why delay month after mouth in be- 
ginning action' when everyone knows 
that the non-solution of the water prob- 
lem is the only cause' for the present 
state of depression, not' only in the min- 
ing stock market, but in actual mini.' 
operations in the camp, as well?

HE EXPLANATION which the German foreign sec- 


retary offered In the reichstag on Friday was doubt- 
less addressed to a much, larger audience than was 


assembled in that chamber. 


The comments upon the incident in the United States, 


in England and even in Italy sufliciently show that Ger- 
many owed some sort of a defense to the world in general. 


So far as the explanation goes it is satisfactory in that 


Its tone is distinctly apologetic and not at all truculent. 
It adds nothing to the difficulty ot securing a peaceful 
settlement of the major questions, and in fact includes 
a statement of positive hope of the success of, the arbi- 
tration arrangements. 
The German explanation holds 


that the attack on San Carlos was a part of the enforce- 
ment of the blockade, and not an additional and pro- 
gressive act of war. 


A great deal will depend upon whether Germany really 


means what is said in this statement. The attack on San 
Carlos can hardly fail to produce an impression upon 
Venezuela, on Great Britain and on the United States. 
That impression is decidedly unfavorable to Germany. 
But if the German government is really desirous of peace 
and arbitration, the San Carlos incident is not of sufficient 
gravity to prevent that result.

were not intended to convince anj'one of the justice of the 
Wolcott cause or the merit of the Wolcott program. 


Nothing that Mr. Wolcott can say will make any differ- 


ence to those who have opposed him; nothing that he can 
do—apparently—will lessen the hold he has maintained 
upon a few devoted followers.

And It is quite fitting that Wolcott and no one else 


should pronounce the words which mark the end of the 
hope of electing a Republican senator this year, and which 
also mark the petmanent withdrawal of Wolcott as the 
Boss of the Repubilcan machine in this state. 


There ls.no part of the Wolcott statement that rings 


more false than that Jn which he attempts to hold the anti- 
Wolcott Republican members of the assembly responsible 
not only for his defeat, but for the election of Senator 
Teller.

Mr. Wofcott assumes, and he.has assumed throughout 


the campaign, that his own personal success was to be 
made the maU object of party 'efforts ana the supreme 
measure of part;/ success. He has demanded that every- 
thing else be subordinated to this, and that the result he 
desired should be gained even though it involved the wan- 
ton violation of solemn pledges made to the people and 
the throwing out of Democrats elected to the assembly, 
without regardib .the'evidence presented in the contests. 


He has demanded furher that the anti-Wolcott Repub- 


licans of the house should enter a "joint session" with a 
minority of the senate and should seek to secure a seem- 
'ing majority Of the assembly by throwing legally elected 
Democrats out of the ^ouse, when they and he knew that 
such a course vonld result in the unseating of the Repub- 
lican hold-over senators, thus; giving the Democrats abso- 
lute control of the senate in 1905 and probably in 1907. 


The anti-Republican members of the house could not 


honorably recognize *a rump senate that had been pro- 
nounced illegil by the Republican governor and ths Re- 
publican attorney-general, nor could they fall to recognize 
that four-year senators are of greater importance to tho 
party than 'are two-year representatives. 


And at the same time these genuine Republicans were 


bound to consider the effect that their course might have 
on the administration of Governor Feabody, an administra- 
tion by which the Republican party of the state will be 
largely judged, and which they could not afford to en- 
tangle In a mass of legislation of doubtful legality, or to 
9tnbarrass witn a failure of the necessary appropriations. 


As for the charge that the anti-Wolcott Republicans 


entered a combination with Democrats to defeat Mr. Wol- 
cott, if that charge were true, the genuine Republicans 
might plead without offense before the Colorado public that 
they preferred an honorable Democrat to that Wolcott 
who was so obnoxious to public sentiment in this state 
that their open pledges against him were necessary to 
secure their election. 


If they had gone to such an extreme it would have been 


no more than the Republicans have done In the state of 
Delaware, where a combination with Democrats has been 
preferred to surrender to an Addicks who is not more 
obnoxious than Boss Wolcott of Colorado.

His absence from the state and from the sen- 
atorial contest would have been a guarantee both to Re- 
publicans ana to Democrats that the contest cases were 
to be heard honestly and decided fairly and with justice. 
Under such circumstances it is possible that the Arapahoe 
cases might have been decided according to the facts 
without arousing Democratic partisanship to such an ex- 
tent as to throw out Republican senators whose election 
has never been seriously contested. But the presence ot 
Wolcott, the efforts of hla gangsters, the support of his 
hireling newspaper,' and the radical, revolutionary and

THE PANAMA TREATY SIGNED.

HERE have been so many slips in the course of 


Panama canal affairs, and the opposition to the 
construction of the canal is so powerful and deter- 


mined, that it is hardly safe to say that the construction 
of the canal is now assured. Yet the signing of a formal 
treaty between the United States of America and the 
United States of Colombia, complying with the terms set 
forth In the Spooner act, would seem to justify that con- 
clusion. 


The ratification of our own senate will still be neces- 


sary to this treaty, but this should be given as a matter 
of course, and the Colombian representative is said to 
have had full authority to sign the treaty for Colombia. 


The signing oE the treaty comes somewhat as a matter 


of surprise to the general public, for there had been so 
much delay and Colombia had appeared to be so unreas- 
onable in insisting upon impossible conditions that the 
general public had become 'established in the idea that 
the treaty would not be signed in time to permit action 
at the present session of congress, and that it might even 
be necessary for the president to open negotiations with 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, which ho was authorized to do 
in case he was unable to reach an agreement with 
Colombia. 


But now that the treaty is signed and ready for the 


approval of the senate, it is to be hoped that there will 
be no further delay or complications, and that the canal 
may be promptly built according to the wish of the great 
majority of the American people.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF AN IDEA. 


(Contributed.) 


The idea of the national government taking an ,'ov-"v<= 


part in the construction of the highways, so popular ^tnree. 
quarters of a century ago, has for several decades-been 
considered obsolete. But the interest manifested in" the 
Brownlow bill, which provides for national aid to road 
wilding shows that this idea is very much alive. Indeed, 
:he popular Interest in the subject is a source of surprise 
to those who have not been .giving the matter attention. 
This interest is by no means a sudden development either. 
It has been growing steadily for a number of years 'f 


It is now ten years since the popular demand that tfhcle 


aam do something to help out of the mud led to the e&tab- 
ishment of an office of Public Road Inquiries in theJtJ S 
department of agriculture. The work of this office:.'was' 
ntended to be purely educational In character It ,was 
:o collect and disseminate practical Information concerning 
;ne roads of the country and means and methods-for.their 
mprovement. The first work of this office was to prepare 
and publish a large number of bulletins and circulars treat- 
ng on the various phases of road 'building and improve- 
ment. This work occupied several years, and it was done 
well. If the roads in most parts of the country remain 
bad, 
it Is not for the want of Information as to how they 
may be improved In the best and most economical manner- 
for Uncle Sam's "good roads" office Is a veritable "inform- 
ation bureau" on the subject. 


But the work of this office did not stop here. The 
-'ducational Idea was carried further, and during the Bast 
three years the object-lesson feature has assumed greater 
rnportance. The Idea as carried out is very simple When 
the people of some progressive community, or the author- 
ties of some educational Institution want a piece of road 
built to illustrate the benefits of good roads and the 
methods of building them, application is made to the de- 
>artment<of agriculture, and, whenever possible, a govern- 
nent expert is sent to supervise the work. Recently a 
number of prominent railroad men have been giving the 
•oad question some study, and have come to the conclusion 
hat the improvement of the roads in the territory tributary 
to their lines would materially increase their business 
So popular has this Idea become that the officials of some 
of the leading railways have come forward with offers to 
co-operate with the government in the object-lesson work 
Another voluntary factor in this co-operative work are the 
nanufacturers of road-building devices, who desire to 
bring their machinery to the attention of the public 
In 


this co-operative work the government furnishes the ex 
ports, the manufacturers the machinery, and the railroads 
the transportation. This Idea has proven extremely pop- 
ular. Object-lesson roads have been built under eovern 
ment supervision In 20 states; and so great has been the 
leinancl for national aid of this kind that a laree number 
of applications have to be refused every year because the 
funds appropriated by congress are Insufficient to employ 
\nd pay the expense of enough experts to do the work 
Already congress has twice made an Increase in the appro- 
priations for this work, but the $20,000 now appropriated 
annually proves wholly inadequate to meet the demands 
for this educational work.

Colorado Springs. Colo., Jan. 26.—Its a 


shocking and awful fact that brokers who 
don't continually and at all time's advise 
ttio purchase of mining'shares are called 
"knockers" whatever that elegant expres- 
sion may mean. Our Idea is that when a 
stock Is publicly listed It can also be 
publicly criticised, and a brpker has as 
much right to advise selling ss he has to 
advise buying. Eighteen months ago we 
were about t|ie only broker -who advised 
selling, our ideas based on general, prin- 
ciples being to sell and take .profits when 
prices are high and those- of our friends 
who sold did not lose very much. 


Exchanges are public places where spec- 


ulative commodities are sold to the high- 
est bidder. The people who .trade on- stock 
•or grain exchanges are-divided .into two 
classes, professionals and lambs. The pro- 
fessional makes his living trading In'the 
market, but he is not necessarily a broker 
by any manner .of means. 
The chief 


point that a professional keeps constantly 
In mind is the intrinsic value -of the com- 
modity he proposes to,deal in. When prices 
go. below the intrinsic point and'the lower 
the better, he buys. "When they go above 
the intrinsic point and the higher the -bet- 
ter, he sells. The professional has no sen- 
timent In the matter, but obtains'his in- 
dividual Ideas of intrinsic value 
after 


careful study and personal examination. 


Tho lamb has his regular business1 but 


enters the speculative field to make a. lit- 
tle money on the side. He generally comes 
browsing round, attracted by high prices, 
buys near the highest point, loses money 
and then lays the blame on, every body and 
everything, except himself. 


An 'inactive market is no benefit to any- 


one, and its the professional's business 
to make things as lively as possible. Prices 
may either advance or decline, but they 
must not stand still. There have been 
very few general market advances that 
were not started by professional manipula- 
tion. 
. 


But while professional trading starts 


booms, it rarely makes them. Rooms are 
a creation of the lamb, who, attracted al- 
ways by the excitement ot advancing val- 
ues, rushes in and buys when prices are 
high and if the flock < of lambs are nu- 
merous enough, their 'buying, creates a 
boom. 


Once let the lambs get possession of a 


market and,their anxiety to purchase 
sweeps all before It, intrinsic value and all 
other precautions are lost in the shuffle 
and prices go up out of flight. A boom Is 
the professional's opportunity.. He eclls 
out, slides from under and often goes to 
Europe. Several of our brokers went to 
Europe two years ago. They are ail back 
now. 


The majority of the outside public have 


a sort of feeling that the word manipula- 
tion as applied .to dealing in mining shares 
has an underhand meaning and yet it is 
an undoubted fact that.no stock on the 
list has had a sustained.advance the past 
year unless the advance was'a manipulat- 
ed one. Take C. K. and N.. as an ex- 
ample. These shares have'been manipu- 
lated for a'long time. But the members 
of the pool are not philanthropists and C. 
K. and N. never would have.advanced as 
high as it is now. If small holders, had 
not sold enough shares to enable the pool 
to buy In the bulk of the stock at cheap 
prices.'

Manipulation has its advantages as well 
as its abuses. Its chief advantage being 
that it makes an active market and en- 
ables the small holder to sell and make a 
profit. Money made in manipulated deals 
such as C. K. and N. or Old Gold, fs'Just 
as good as any other money. 
You may 


possibly remember the "Buy Zoe and get 
rich" war cry that sent Zoe shares repre- 
senting a irery small acreage to 2D cents.

TNENTY-POTTB KNOWN DEAD 
IN NEW JEBSEY COLLISION? 
By Associated Press. 


New York, Jan, 28.— One of the most 
appalling railroad wrecks that has oc- 
curred in the vicinity of New York for 
many years took place at Greenland on 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
near Westfleld, N. J., when the Royal 
Blue line express plowed at top speed 
into the rear of a local train. 


At 1:40 a'clock this 
(Wednesday) 


morning it is known that there are 24 
dead In the wreck. 
Sixteen charred 
bodies have now been taken out. Im- 
mediately after the crash three of the 
battered cars of the local train took 
fire and rendered Impossible the rescue 
of many of the wounded. Many bodies 
are believed to have been consumed. 


,On board the flyer all the passengers, 
although badly shaken up, escaped un- 
injured, except for trifling bruises.

In the district court yesterday against 
Frederick C. Ogden and the complaint 
makes numerous allegations against the 
defendant.

This evening a freight train 
was 
blocked on track No. 4 and the local] 
received orders to proceed on the ex- 
press track to Dunellen and there take 
the outside or No. 4 track. Shortly 
after receiving orders the train had 
to stop for; a hot box which caused de- 
lay so that when It got under way again 
It was due at Dunellen. The train had 
just got started and was going slowly 
when the Royal Blue, traveling appar- 
ently at full speefl which at that point 
usually approximates 65 miles an hour, 
crashed into the rear end. The heavy 
engine of the Royal Blue tore Its way 
into the rear car and at the same time 
drove the forward end of that car into 
the rear end of the car ahead which in 
turn was driven Into the fourth car 
from the rear. The fourth car was only 
partly wrecked but the last three were 
torn to pieces. 


The engine of the Royal Blue left the 
rails and turned over on her side, the 
engineer and firemen sticking to their 
posts and going down In the wreck. 
They were taken to the hospital at 
Plalnfleld. The engineer Is not believed 
to have a chance of living more than a 
few hours: 
Passengers on the flyer say the en- 


gineer applied the brakes hard a minute 
or so before 
the wreck. The train 
ahead had sent a flagman back, but it 
seems he was recalled when the train 
got under way and although, he left 
torpedoes, the Royal Blue .did not heed 
them or else was going too fast to stop 
in the short distance remaining. The 
man who • went batk to flag the train 
had just swung onto the rear of his 
train and Is among the dead. The en- 
gine and the three cars worst wrecked 
were piled Into an awful heap, contain- 
ing at least" 100 deiacf'or' injured. From 
the mass came fearful cries for aid. A 
minute later the wreck caught fire from 
the firebox of the locomotive. The 
screams of the injured In the heap were 
intensified as they found

TERMS OF TREATY RELATIVE 
TO THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY.

Vancouver, B. C., Jan. 26.—A special 
to the Province from Ottawa says: 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who returned to- 
day from Montreal, was asked as to 
whether or not there were any condi- 
tions attached to the treaty signed by 
Sir Michael Herbert, British ambassa- 
dor, 
at Washington, and United States 
Secretary of State Hay for the settle- 
ment of the Alaskan boundary. 
"There are no conditions," replied Sir 


Wilfrid. "The arbitrators are appointed 
to interpret the treaty." 
"That Is the treaty of 1825?" 
"Yes; 
the treaty of 1825. The arbi- 
trators will not be hampered by any 
conditions. They will have the .whole 
case before them as shown by the con- 
vention of 1S25." 
"What are the provisions as to the

SUDDEN RISE IN PRICE 


OF CALIFORNIA FLOUR 


From Bolton de Ruyter & Co. by t>ri- 
vate Wire to Otis & Hough. 


San Francisco, Jan. 28.-~The sudden 


rise of 20 centS a barrel in the price of 
flour is due to a condition that has not 
been known in California for 40 years. 
There is a shortage in the visible sup- 
ply of wheat in this state and Califor- 
nia Is now importing wheat from Wash- 
ington and Oregon to meet a deficiency. 


Here is the situation: On December 


1 the visible supply of wheat in Califor- 
nia was 308,000 tons. Of this amount 
80,000 tons were chartered for export, 
leaving the total balance for local ne- 
cessities of 228,000 tons. 


According to the produce exchange 


estimates 240,000 tons were required for 
domestic consumption between Decem- 
ber 1 and the harvesting of the new 
crop. 


Inferior grain for general food stuff 


purposes Is being shipped in from Walla 
Walla, and the choice milling wheat Is 
hard to get anywhere, and prices have 
been stiffened by the fact that domestic 
consumption' has somewhat exceeded 
produce exchange estimates. 


Milling wheat for Immediate delivery 


is quoted at $1.50 to $1.52% spot cash, 
but It Is notorious on 'change that 
choice milling wheat will easily sell for 
$1.55 or $1.571/4 on the market. The ex- 
change quotations only reflect the cur- 
rent quotations for wheat that Is mere- 
ly medium or lower grade, and the mar- 
ket is hardening, flour may go up an- 
other notch before the new. harvest be- 
gins, May wheat is selling : for $1 45 
wh|ch Indicates that the drat new mill- 
ing grain will he badly needed.
